Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiner explained that little weight is given to process steps in 
article claims. Applicant proposed to amend to recite structure as to how the straps attach at the top or that the straps 
do not cross as possible amendments to overcome the applied prior art. The Examiner agrees that such language 
appears to overcome the applied art. Applicant proposed language directed towards the materials used for the straps, 
the Examiner would look to see if a 103 rejection would be proper. The exact amendments and the exact language 
would be further considered upon formal filing. 
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
